The application for 
this grant was made for the purpose 
of deep dredging, as distinct from bar 
or bench diggings. In other words 
the dredging is in the bottom of the 
river, entirely under water and can 
oniy be worked by expensive ma- 
chinery. No dredging of this kind 
has yet been done on this river by 
any one. All the work has hithertc 
been on the bars or under the benches, 
either when the bars were submerged 
or when they were bare of water, and 
work was carried on either by hand 
or by machinery. “It was necessary 
therefore in framing regulations that 
the interests of both hand -and ma- 
chine miners should be _ protected. 
Under the regulations issued provid- 
ing for deep dredging, the lessee is 
compelled to work entirely below low 
water mark, where no work has yet 
| been done, and therefore no other 
class of miners is interfered with. 
Under the regulations a machine 
moust be put on and kept at work for 
each five mile lease. Ifthe grant to 
Mr. Drolet. is in conformity with 
these regulations and the conditions 
are enforced there is no monopoly 
and a valuable addition has

McDOUGALL PASS. 


Extract from » private letter from 
chief factor, James McDougall to R. 
Macfarlane, dated Cumberland House, 
11th August, 1897. 


“For anyone going to the Yukon, 
the route via Athabasca Landing and 
Mackenzie river, is certainly the 
cheapest and easiest. From East Rat 

| river to the Bell river, which is a_tri- 
| butary of the Porcupine river, the 
distance overland is 34} miles through 
a gap or break in the Rocky Mountains 
and over comparatively level country. 
The height of land is under 1,200 feet, 
above sea level. To go by canoe to 
the Summit, the current is swift, but 
quite practicable. At the summit 
there js a portage of about 200 or 300 
yards, out of one lake into another, 
from whence a creex flows intc the 
Bell river. TI have also been thinking 
seriously of the Yukon this summer, 


frora amongst the number of it oppon- | 


and have carefully considered il the 
routes and advantages thereof. You 
must remember I know’ them all 
thoroughly. The route I have just 
mentioned is, the road I laid off for 
the Hudson’s Bay Company in 1872 
and 1873, and by which I recommend- 
ed they should import the Athabasca 
and Mackenzie river district outfits. 


“T have also crossed by the Chilcoot 
pass in 1886. It is a bad and difli- 
cult pass, and the river from Lake 
Lindeman, down to Bennett’s Lake is 
bad and rapid. There is another 
route via the Stickeen river to Glenora. 
Telegraph Creek, from whence over- 
land to Tessltin Lake with pack horses 
a distance of some ninety miles. This 
is the cart trail that our Scott Simp- 
son started to cut in 1891, without 
first examining the ccuntry. The 
Hootalinqua river flows out of Tesslin 
lake and falls into the Lewis river in 
Taku lake, which is below Lake Ben- 
nett and the most of the rapids on 
that route. But if I were going to 


| to the Yukon this (1897) season, I 


certainly would go down from the 
Athabasca Landing with a flat boat 
(sturgeon head) taking about 100 or 
150 pieces (100 lbs. each) say suffi 
cient for two years, and go right 
down to the foot of the mountains via 
Mackenzie and Peel rivers, and build 
a house there for the winter. Cross 
the load during the winter to Bell 
river, and leave with a fiat boat again 
in the spring. The run down stream 
to old Fort Yukon, would occupy five 
days, and one would then have abun- 
dance of everything on hand for two 
years, at a very moderate cost, and be 
on the ground early in the season for 
anything that he might decide on do- 
ing. Supplies as above would reach 
the mining country long before the 
steamers can possibly get up from St. 
Michael’s at the mouth of the Yukon 
river. * * * The route via Peel 
River just described, is good for a fair 
sized craft in summer. In 1873, I 
got a boat built at Fort Simpson with 
which I started out for the summer, 
taking about 100 lbs, freight in 
goods for La Pierre’s house. I had 
old Francois Boucher steering and 
four other men rowing and _ poling. 
We crossed the mountains with the 
boat without much trouble, and de- 
livered our pieces at La Pierre’s House. 
We then went on to Fort Yukon (all 
by water) taking soundings in the 
river ‘the whoie way down. I took 
Harper and other miners with me at 
the same time, with a boat. they had 
purchased from Jack McQuestion at 
the Forks of the Liard river, and 
which boat MacQuestion and Mayo, 
his partner, had built at Lac la Biche. 
MacQuestion cressed by the same 
route in 1873 by land. I gave 
him lumber at La Pierre’s house te 
build his boat. After Harper went 
across the moufitains, he went down 
to old Fort Yukon, and then up to 
White river, near old Fort Selkirk. 
I believe they wintered some distance 
up the White river. I think I have 
now told everything, in an off hand 
way, about the Peel river route as 
requested, and also a few trails on 
other routes to the gold region.”

TO LESSER SLAVE LAKE. 


A second mounted police exploring 
patrol left to-day. .It is accompanied 
by T. W. Uhalmers, D. L. 8., district 
engineer for the Northwest govern- 
went, who will take the observations 
and report on the practicability of the 
route and its requirements. Corp. 
Macdonald and Constable Keys are 
the police members of the party and 
D. E. Noyes has been engaged as 
packer. The party will take ten 
horses and two carts. The carts will 
be used as far as Fort Assiniboine on 
the Athabasca and as much further 
as is found practicable. Then the 
horses will be packed. The party 
will follow the told pack trail from 
Fort Assiniboine towards Slave lake 
until the Deer Mountains are reached. 
They will then branch off westward 
to explore the southerly slope of the 
mountains for a practicable route 
westward as far as to be ona line 
with the west end of Slave lake. The 
mountains are believed to end there. 
They will then turn north past the 
west end of the mountains to the 
head of the lake and the commence- 
ment of the existing wagon road to 
Peace river. Coming back they will 
take a general course from the head 
of Slave lake to tke crossing of the 
Athabasca at the mouth of the Mc- 
Leod river, and come home by way of 
Lake St. Ann. On their return and 
report the Northwest government will 
cut out the route which Mr. Chalmers 
reports most favorably on. They 
will make all haste so that work on 
the trail can be commenced before 
winter sets in. The district in which 
they will operate has not yet been ex- 
plored or definitely mapped. 


C. P. R. AND YUKON. 


In view of the apathy shown in 
certain quarters towards the manifest 
desirability and possibility of opening 
an all Canadian route to the Yukon 
the following clipping from the Winni- 
peg crgan of the C. P. R.—being partof 
an interview with Supt. Whyte—may 
be taken as a straw which shows very 
clearely the direction of the wind.
